F all the flatterers who have been 


for more than 14 centuries the

thefe none, perhaps, has carry’d the art 
of flattery,’ the poijon of princes, to a 
greater extravagance than AbbeRou/eau, 
in his book intitled, “‘ The campaigns 
of the king in 1744 and 1745, defcrib- 
ing the conquefts of his majeity and his 
allies in Flanders, Germany, Silefia and 
Italy.” This piece, tho” pretended in 
the title page to be printed at Am/er- 
dam by Werptein, reall came from thé 
prefs of Rodin, jun. at Paris: The work 
itfelf is no more than a detail of military 
tranfactions and events known to every 
body: But the author has made it His 


principal bufinefs to put truth out of 


countenance, and fervilify and traduce

4ifk, enemics to peace, thwarted all 
means of accommodation, and offer’d 
their forces to that princefs, in hopes 
that the prefent conjun&ure would 
give them an opportunity of comin 

off with honour from a war with 
Spain, in which they had engaged 
with much more animofity than rea- 
fon. Thus, war became inevitable, 
and al] parties prepared for it. ‘The 
emperor Charles VIL. and the king 
of Spain obtain’d of France auxilia 

** troops, &c.”” Such is M. Rouffeau's 
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account; but, maneprey for him, all C 


that he fays on this fubject, is confuted 
by a multitude of faéts dire@ll contrary; 
And, if he fpeaks fincerely, he certain- 
ly muft be, as to thefe affairs, the moft 
ignorant man in all Europe. But, what 
can never be pardon’d, is his rafhnefs in 
afferting tha: the houte of Auffria is ob- 
lig’d for its advancement to princes in- 
ftrumental in promoting it, whom fhe 
deprived of their own dominions and 
hereditary poffeffions, and by fuch means 
enlarged the bounds of the petty county of 
Hapfbourg. Befides, what is moft fhock- 
ing to all perfons of fenfe and probity 
in this accufation, (which can only be 
true Of the greateft tyrants and mon- 
ffers of ingratitude) the author has no- 
torioufly difgraced and betray’d himfelf 
by fuch marks of ignorance as the grofieft 
flattery can never palliate or excuie. 
How fhameful is it for the Abbe not 
to know, what every novice in hiftory 
is well acquainted with, that the houle 
of Auffria. is beholden for much the 
g-eater part of its power and poffeffions 
6 treaties of marriages, that have an- 
nex’d'to it thofe kingdoms, provinces, 
dominions and territories, of which it 
has been in full poffeffion for above zoo 
éars, and which were far more innum- 
before france had either wrefted, or 
caus’d the lois of a very confiderable 
part.

“ liberty to the Aufrian forces to unite 
** againit him. is own dominions 
‘* were invaded, and treated with inhu- 
*¢ manity. _Manyof his national troops, 
** with the French auxiliaries, were made 
“ prifoners of war, and conducted into 
« as where moit of them 
** perifhed with pains and hardfhips. 
“© He was expelled from Ag/ria and 
Bohemia, and afterwards deprived of 
his own country, Bevaria, which he 
did not regain till 1743, The 4u- 
frrians ruin’d his territories with ra- 
pine, fire and fword. ‘The fick and 
wounded foldiers were maflacred in 
the very. hofpitals; many cities and 
villages were burnt; the fuburbs of 
Mumch being fired at day break, the 
inhabitants endeavouring to efcape 
from the flames in their fhirts, were 
forced back into them by the 4u/frians 
with their bayonets. The director 
of a manufactory was nailed to his 
own door, and fhot ; his wife, big 
with child, and his daughter were firit 
ravithed, and then had their bellies 
ript. Several fovercign flates of Ger- 
many had the famc treatment, on ac- 
count of their neutrality, and the 
dutchy of Modena underwent the fame 
barbarities from the Jx/‘rians and 
Piedmontefe.” 

Aljl know that war itfelf is a {courge, 
and the cruelties and ravages attending 
it, often exceed all bounds, .and are in- 
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capable of reftraint. For thefe calami- 
ties the are oblig’d t the 
folly and ambition, the pride and obfti- 
nacy of their rulers, which bring all thofe 
evils ; and every one is fenfible that this 
greateft of human pk war, which 
1s the moft unpardonable of all crimes, 
when, without reafon, it is carry’d on a- 
gainft a people whote fovereign ven 
no occafion for it, becomes 4 
lawful, and even indifpenfable, on a 
contrary fuppofition. For as princes are 
forbidden by divine xnd human laws to

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direftor of a: manufactory, (whom he 
does not name) who, he fays, was nail’d 
to-his own door; and fhor; &c. From 
the fame fource, very probably, he took 
his relation of the inhabitants of Munich, 
forced back into the flames with bayo- 


nets, &c. ‘Thofe who have read the ac- ~ 


counts of the wars, perfecutions and hor- 
rible cruelties committed in Frante and 
the neighbouring countries for the fake 
of religion, will be fo far from being 
fhock’d-at M. Rouffzan’s rueful picture, 
that they will razher wonder that he 
did not fay that thefe victims of bruta- 
lity ‘were empaled by the Au/frians, 
and the director roafted alive by the 
Pandours ; inhumanities, which have 
been committed by the troops of 
catholic princes upon their own fub- 
jects. ‘hey will wonder too, that 
in. order to compleat his frightful de- 
{cription, he had not told us that the in- 
habitants of Munich, and throughout Ba- 
waria, had fuffer’da maflacre, like that 
which Katherine de Medicis (called the 
fourth fury of bell) caus'd to be exer- 
cis’d in the capital and many other ci- 
ties of France in Auzujt 1572.

Is it 
decent (te fay no more) thus to treata 
crowned head? Is there no way of 
courting the favour of princes, by com- 

aring them, as their Eeipas and al- 
fies 0, 10 Alexander, Cejar, Marius, 
Pompey; and other celebrated deftroyers 
of mankind,* without traducing and

far we read, that, in his eight firft campaigns 


he tock Soo cities, many of which he burnt _ 
and plunder’d; that he fubdued 3<0 different ‘ 


nations , engaged, at different times, with three 
millions of men; of whom he kili’d 1,190,000, 
tébk as many prifoners, whom he made flaves, 
and difperfed the reft. To thefe we may add 
almot numberlets multitudes of his fellow ci- 
tizens who, on his account, perifhed in the ci- 
vik wars. The like happened before him, un- 
der Marius and Sylla, as wellas after his de- 
ceafe, under Ofuvius Cefar, his adopted fon 
and fucceffr. In imitationof thefe human 
butchers, the fame flanghter and ravages hive 
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vilifying thofe who have been forced 
to take up arms again{t them, and whofe 
charaéter is no leis facred ? If M. Rox/- 
Jeau thinks to make his court to a juft 
and wife monarch, by fuch itrokes as 
thefe, he mutt be deftitute of thofe qua- 
lities himfelf: 

Yet this isnot all: his fpite tothe Q. 
of Hungary makes him ftill heighten the 
frightful colours in which he has drawn 
her. After he had related the general 
rout of the French and Bavarians in 
Germany, above 10,000 of whom had 
furrender’d at Branau on conditions, he 
fays, “ of remaining an year in Bava- 
“* ria, without bearing arms againft the 
“* queen, after which term they fhould 
“ be free,’’ he proceeds as follows.

been fince @mmitted by many princes, even 
proféfied chriftians, who have afpired to the 
title and furname of Great, which their flat- 
terers have beftow’d on them. But what is 
their greatnefs, when acquired by fuch means 
as caft a difgrace on the human nature ? ‘Never 
did tigers, lions, or the moft favage beatts, 
fince the creation, make fuch horrible devafta- 
tions. And yet thefe are the worthy actions, 
thefe the noble expl.its, which we are fo mi- 
ferably foolifh and befotted as to admire, and 
call by the name of Lerot/m: And thefe are 
the heroes, to whom Flattery, or, to fpeak more 
properly, human extravagance, has ere¢ted al- 
tars, and ranked fome of them, if eminently 
mifchievous above the reft, among the Gods. 
But thefe pretended deities have wanted power 
to fave themfelves ; the fierce wrath of heaven 
has taken vengeance on them for their horrid 
inhumanities, and punithed the far greater part 
of them with a violent and exémplary death, 
which they had a thoufand times deferved. 
Can men of fenfe reficét upon thefe events, 
which are but too true, to the fhame of the 
homan nature, and not be ftruck with horrcr? 
And muft not we acknowledge that flatterers 
are the boldeft and moft impudent of all man- 


kind, in daring to compare thgir fovereigns to 
fuch montters ?

And having recei- 
ved by a courier, difpatched exprefSly 
for that purpofe, a refeript from her 
imperial and royal maijelty of the 22d 
of this prefent month November, which 
fully confirms whatis before mentioned, 
I am charged to notify in the name o

HI. For what concerns winter-quar- 
ters, as the demaad made for the fub-

ELECTRICITY.

Here fend you an account of fome-experi- 
I ments in electricity, which I fancy will 
not be unacceptable to the gentlemen, atten- 
tive to thofe enquiries. 

In Sept. 1745, being in company withmy.in 
genious friend Mr Wil/on (See Vol. XV1.p-634) 
and_having,a globe for ing eleétrical experi- 
ments, he propofed ong to determine the, velo- 
city wherewith the eleétric matter moves thro’ 
bedies, by means of a wire 450 feet long, pro - 
perly fufpended, and two pieces of the downy 
part of a feather nearly equal im bulk: and 
weight, which were laid on polifhed . plates, .of 
bra’ adjoined to each end of the. wire; from 
thefe, when. the rod of wire was electrified, 
might be feen which feather was thrown off 
or repelled firft from either. plate The 
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5 
the difference in point of titne -was:fedrce pet- 
ceivable, fo that nothing,’ with any accuracy, 
could be determined by either of: us ; for fome~ 
times the fartheft would-feem to move the firf, 
and at other times that which was meareft; 
tho™.every experiment was conducted withthe 
fame -nicety.and-exa€tnefs, -and both ends- of 
the wire brought near each other (by bending 
it im the middle) for conveniency of feeing the 
experiment more juftly. 

‘We then. proceeded to the firing fpirit’ of 
wine wancklp a fpoon, which we did at tlie 
farther end of the wire as well as at the nearer; 
and both with equal facility ; and the shock, 
{nap and flame, upon approaching the -wire:at 
either end with the finger, were apparently 

ual.; and the effect was fo great as, upomap- 
plying the fpirit tothe wire, to caufe-ane.un- 
avoidably to. throw ‘part of the fpirit: outiof 
the fpoon, the arm being very much:convulfed. 

In the following winter, at every'favourable 
opportunity,, I, try’d to fire fpirits, &c, by 
means'of a fhort piece of wire, 5 or 6 fest. long, 


C all theyreft being as before ; but, to my great 
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furprize; I never could produce an aceumula~- 
tion or effeét, in. any degree comparable to 
that.we had befote experienced ; which, at firft, 
I attributed-to the greater, moifture or coldnefs 
of the.air.; but, being fatisfied to. the contre- 
ry, I began to think that our: former fuccefs 
was owing: to:the greater quantity of felid'mat - 
ter contained. in the wire we then made ufeof. 
To fatisfy myfelf in this, J fafpended a fmith’s 
anvillein filk cords, fo as. to communicate with 
the eleétrified globe ;,but; the force .of the e- 
le&tric, matter contained therein, did not .ap- 
pear, upon touching it; to be greater than. be- 
fore. -Hereupon, I imagined that the great ve- 
locity acquired by ‘the motion of the. eleétric 
matter from fo great a diftance might perhaps 


E. be the caute of it. ‘To try this, I fufpended 
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860 feet of the fame wire, and in the fanie 
manner as before 3 with this I produced.a great ~ 
er effeét than.ever 3. but -yet I cannot. think 
that the effect of 860 feet was. proportionably 
greater than that ‘of 450, [as the number is. 
But, to-be.affured whether my frefh fuccef$ was 
really owing to the enlarged length of the wire, 
or to. fome other circumftances,,I difengaged 
the,firft piece of wire, which might be about 
20 feet long, from/all the.reft, as I could eafily 
and readily do ; and having made the experi-- 
ment feveral times over, firft with the whele 
leggth, then. with one piece only, I conftanr- 
ly found that the effect Of the, whole Jefigth 
was vaftly Tuperior to that of one piece.;. Exwas 
then defirous to know, whether-a greater quan -

For there.is in this invention not on- 
ly ftrength to cheat the heart of the weak 
and wéaried ; delicacy to pleafe the pa- 
late of thé curious; cheapnefs to ren- 
der it familiar to the poor; private pro 
fit to gratify the rich, and wholefome= 
hefs to endear it to due obfervéers of 
their health, but ‘alfo public advanta 
to recommend it to the tepard of the 
king and parliamient. For by this ex- 
pedient, England and the territori 
thereunto belonging, may fave at 
fix, if noteight htindred thoufand pounds 
fterl. per Ann. by faving fo much trea- 
fute as goes Out every year to the en- 
riching of other nations, and impove- 
rifhing of our own. 

But perhaps our greateft wine-bibbers 
will by no meatis change their outland- 
ifh liquors for domeftic cyder. Becaufe, 
fay they, the quantity we are to drink 
will make us fick before it will make us 
merry, &&c. ‘To which I anfwer, this 
is undoubtedly true of our common fim- 
ple cyder, but if you pleafe to confider 
the caufe, you fhall find no room for 


ther {pirits may be of good effeét, in this'D this exception againft our cyder-royal : 


bufinefs, provided they are drawn fine; 
yet, by experience, I have found the 
{pirits of the fame kind, or at leaft of 
fome other fruits, to be the beft and molt 
natural; and the fpirits raifed from-ale 
or beer to be thé molt improper, un- 
lefs the ale and beer be ened with cy- 
der before the fpirits be drawn off. 
This method of improving cyder, 
and other liquors, aglis them more 
ftrong and delicious, and alfo makes 
them much more wholefome for the 
body than fimple cyder; the heavy, 
cold, and fickly parts being either whol- 
ly takén away, or fo Corrected, that it 
becomes no way prejudicial to the fto- 
mach, nor any long O generate 
wind. “Arid I think none will deny 
that the juice of vegetables growing in 
our own foil, and under the fame. in- 
fluences with ourfelves, being thus ho- 
neftly improved with their own fpirits 
enly, or the addition of a little inno- 
cent fugar, are as agreeable to our bo- 
dies, and muit needs be as good and 
wholefome as thofe that are brought 
from regions remote, and climates vait- 
ly different, and afterwards brewed a- 
ain. with variety of unknown, and per- 
aps, dangerous ingredients. And much 
more is the former to be preferred than, 
the latter, in another refpeét, viz. Be- 
caufe if ten times more of it be {pent 
than there is of foreign wines, the na- 





E diitemper. 
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for that which uieth to caufe this ficknefs 
in the ftomach, is the chilly, cold, fleg- 
matic part of the cyder, viz. That 
which hath leaft {pirit in it is moft hurt- 
ful: that this is fo, nothing can be 
more evident ; for that the ftrongeft cy- 
der is moft free from occafioning this 
Now this we know, that 
the fpirit of cyder is no other but the 
purer part of it, viz. the ftrong, warm 
and lively part feparated from the weak, 
cold, and mélancholy dead part; {o 
that reafon muft needs yield, that the 
fpirits of the cyder being mixt with cy- 

er,cannot but make it both more ftrong 
and pleafant, and alfo more wholefome, 


for that, by this expedient, the fickly, - 


cold, and windy part is cured. 
Moreover, for want of ftrength and 
life, common cyders are apt to decay 
and die; this we fee by experience ; 
for that as the ftrongeft fimple cyder 
hath moit fpirit in it, and therefore lives 
longeit, fo the weakeft cyder that hath 
leaft {pirit in it, will foon grow fickly 
and decay; therefore this ¢ jent 
mutt needs be fo far from rendering cy- 
der more unwholefome and unkind, 
that “tis rather to be efteemed its mof 
infallible phyfician or remedy ; for that 
it correéts all the il] humours that caule 
- ficknefs, or ill effeéts on human bo- 
ies. 
And thas much I can honeftly = 
truly 


= 
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aly aver from done experience, that a 
JafS of this refined cyder-royal, drank 
half an hour before meals, procures a 
good appetite, and afterwards helps di- 
geftion, chears the heart, and revives 
the fpirits. And as for its operation up- 
on the brain, when too much is drank at 
atime, the fame is lefs hurtful than ex- 
cefs of ftrong beer, ale, canary, or 
Mountain wines: for "tis fo far from 
clogging the ftomach, or clouding the 
brain with thick muddy vapours, that I 
do believe 2 man may (were it not a fin) 
Be fuddled and fober twice in a day with 
this liquor without mifchief to his 
health; and the reafon, in my opinion, 
is, becaufe it fo admirably provokes u- 
rine, and carries off with it fuch foul 
and naufeating matter that too often of- 
fends the head, ftomach, and belly ; 
the truth of all which will. be foon at- 
tefted by the experience of thofe that 
fhall make tryal. 

When cyder comes to be plenty, 


there may be as muchgood brandy made C 


thereof, as may furnith the nation both 
for land and {ea fervice; which, per- 
haps, .may fave us feveral hundred thou- 
fand pounds per 4n. for which ufe the 
moft ftale and four cyder, unfit almoft 
to be drank, will make the greateft * 
quantity, and beft tafted brandy, being 
twice diitilled. Of this cyder-brandy 
I have, kept fome four years, and better 
than it was at firft making, and without 
doubt would keep four years longer. 

As to the time of putting your fpirits 
into your cyder, aden that the italer E 
your .cyder is before the fpirits are ad- 
ded, the more time they require to in- 
corporate, and the fooner they are put 
in, the. fooner it is fit-for ule. But in 
cafe you put your fpirits into cyder, be- 
fore it hath fermented, they will evapo- 
rate and be caft out; therefore be {ure ¢ 
your cyder be racked off the lee, once, 
twice, or three times, as you find occa- 
fion; and being indifferent fine, then 
put in your fpirits, either with or with- 
out {weets, well beaten together with a 
certain quantity of cyder ; and after it 
is put into the cafk, ftir it very well to- 
gether again, and bung it clofe up, and G 
in about two or three months after it 
will become very agreeable and fit for 
ule ; obferve, the longer it lieth the bet- 
ter, efpecially if your cyder be ftale be- 
fore your {pirits are put in; for as this 
cyder drinks very unpleafant when firft 
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kept clofe ftopp’d without drawing any 
out, unlefs the feafon of the year be 
warm; then, to prevent its fermenta- 
tion, let the cafk be open as you find 
occafion. 

The hufky part of the apples, after 
the cyder is prefled out, being fteeped 
two or three days in as much water as 
will cover it, and then preffed-clean 
out, and kept ina veffel until it hath 
well fermented ; as ulfo the lees’ of all 
your cyder, will afford fpirit or brandy 
{o much, that being added to the: cyder 
of the fame apples, will make it asiftrong 
as French wine, which.is a thing of great 
advantage. 

Spirits being put into bottles amongft 
cyder, will not drink well. I was a 
long time troubled to find out how to 
make this drink as palatable and plea- 
fing, as it was become ftrong and chear- 
ing, until I put both cyder and {pirits 
into wooden cafks ; thefirit I compleat- 
ed was in a veflel of fix gallons, into 
which I put two quarts of the: {weets, 
and three quarts of the fpirits of cyder, 
which, after it had lain two or three 
months, I found to be as ftrong and 
pleafing as canary. 

This cyder-royal, ornew wine, thus 
prepared, may be kept in the cafk two 
or three years, and te better thereby, 
provided you keep the cafk full; todo 
which, you muft obferve that, in two 
months time, the liquor will wafte a 
quart, more or lefs, as the vefiel is big- 
ger or lels, which you ought to fill up 
again with liquor of the fame ftrength, 
or if itronger the better: and by this 
means it may be kept, and grow better 
and better, jome years, without putting 
into it (as fome are faid to do into their 
liquors) ftum, or other unwholefome in- 
gredients. 

Suppofe, by keeping cyder-royal too 
long, 1 fhould become unpleafant, and 
as unfit to bottle as old hackamore, take 
but one hogfhead of that, and one of 
tart new cyder, and before the latter be 
quite clear or fine, mixthem together in 
two other hogfheads well perfumed,and 
add of {pirits and fweets.a due propor- 
tion tothe quantity of your new cyder. 

Suppofe it be in the ‘month of Odfe- 
ber or November, you may be fure to 
have it full as good, if nor better, than 
ever it was, and a moit exccllent cyder- 
royal to drink, or to bottle, by or before 
Chrifimas.

So far. from Faudkner’s Fournal——I 
muft add, in a of the Farmer’s 
JSriend, that his method of putting fpirits 
drawn from cyder into his cyder, is the 
very fame that is pra¢tifed by the wine- 
merchants and factors beyond fea, who 
conftantly add to their wine a fpirit 
drawn from the grape; as I was affu- 
red by an Oporto factor, who owned that 
their wine would not otherwife keep, 
or bear a voyage by fea. Nor can 
T help noticing of a paper on this fub- 
jeét, prefented to the Royal Society by 
the Kev. Dr H. Mies, and printed in 
their aft Tran/a#. being a M.S. of Dr 
Sohn Beale, F.R.S. who undertakes to 
evince, that, ‘ crabs and wild pears, 
* growing in the wildeft and moit bar- 
ren cliffs. and on hills, make the rich- 
eft, ftrongeit, moft pleafant and laft- 
ing wines that Exgland yields ; as he 
found by repeated experiments in He- 
refordfbtre: The Bareland pear, and 
Bromfbury crab are of good repute 
but the crofs crab, and white or re 
horfe pear, are the moit excellent for 
this purpofe. The red horfe pear has 
a pleafant mafculine vigour, efpeci- 
ally in dry grounds, and hath a pecu- 
liar quality to overcome all -blafts, 
Such is the effeét of the aufterity of 
its fruit upon the palate, that the ruf- 
tics declare *tis as if the roof of the 
mouth were filed away; neither man 
nor beaft will touch thofe pears, tho’ 
never fo ripe. Of the pear call’d 
imny winter, growing about Rofé in 
Herefordfbire. “tis obierved that it is 
of no ule but for cyder; that "tis a 
{trong purger, but being joined with 
well-chofen crabs, and referved to a 
due maturity, it makes a liquor richer 
than a good Frexch wine. According 
to its management it proves ftrong 
Rhenifb Backrac, yea pleafant canary, 
fugar’d of itfelf, or as rough as the 
keeneftGreck wine, opening or binding, 
good 3 or more years,. but none can 
fay at what.age it is paft the beft, only

FOT long, after this,diftemper hac 
ibegun to rage.in the neighbour- 
heod.of Loxcon, a pamphlet was pub- 
lithed on'this fubjeét, faid to be wrote 
by « phyftiam, and fince own’d, by Dr 
Barker, endeavouring to prove, amongit 
other things, the fallity of the opinion, 

that the dijeafe was infectious. 

In this he appeared almoft fingular ; 

oft if not all thofe who fearch’d into 
the nature of. this diftemper, both phy- 
ficians and others, were convinced, and 
many to their irretrievable lols, that it 
was inifeétious. (Sce vol. XV. p. 631 B.) 

The legiflature, from the firi¢teit en- 
quiry, and moit careful examination of 
evidence, confidered it in this light ; 
and prudently invefled proper perions 
with authority to aét for the good of the 
community. ; 

The continuance, ‘progrefs, ceflation 
and revival of the diieale in different 
places ; the fuccefs of the meafures di- 
rected to put a ftop to it when perfued 
with vigour ; and the ill confequences of 
negieéting them ; all unite to prove that 
the diitemper is really infectious, and is 
communicated like all other infectious 
difeafes. And confequently, that. to 
prevent this communication, by all the 
methods which have been fuccefsfully 
employ’d for the like purpofe in other 
infectious difeafes, is the higheft pru- 
dence. 

To propagate an opinion, therefore, 
that the difeajé is uot infectious, is not 
merely propagating a miftaken {pecula- 
tive notion, but tends to fet afide that 
care, and diffipate thofe fears, as unne- 
cefflary, which would lead us to the on- 
ly effectual methods for fecuring our- 
felves from lols. 

It is not furprizing that ingenious 
perfons in forming a judgment of things, 
fomewhat remote from their profeffion, 
where evidence is doubtful, fometimes 
commit miftakes. ‘The greateit {aga- 
city, exeyted in the moit benevolent and 
upright intention cannot always protect 
us fromerror. But where thofe are the 
governing principles. the prepofieffion 
mult be uncommonly firong, if they 
do not, in obvigus miftakes, and where 
the evidence is indulputable, quickly be- 
come-converts to, truth, and join hearti- 
ly m repairing the;injuries which a mif- 
guided judgment. may have occafioned.

fo.much caridour and ingenuity ; it was 
therefore the mor¢ aftonilhing to ob-

authentic proof, nor laftly the regulati-’ 
ons directed by authority, in confe- 
fe of repeated applications from

Several phyficians have Geren tlofe- 
ly, obferved carefully, and without pre- 
poffeffion, every thing that occur’d to 
them, on this fubjeét ; and as, in their 
opinion, it neither dehajfes them/elves 
or their art to think right, even with 
Sarmers and cow-keepers, fo they pre- 


p iume to recommend it to that gentle- 


man’s confideration once more, whe- 
ther it is not of the mof pernicious con- 
Sequence, to perfuade people that the 
diftemper is not, if in reality it fhould 
prove to be infzéfious, and that it is fo 
has appeared, and {till appears, from fa- 
tail experience.

the fame means, to all thole parts in the 
neighbouring counties, whete it has 
ince appeared. : 

That by bringing cattle from infeéted 
-places, it has: again broke out in places 
where it had once been extinguifhed : 
And that very few, - if any, inftances 
can be produced of the diftemper’s ap- 
pearing in any part of the’ country, 
where the infeétion cannot ‘be traced 
from fome other part, where the fick- 
nefs was then, or had raged. 

And further, It appears that this dif- 
eafe, like moit infectious difeafes affect- 
ing mankind, and imported from di- 
ftant countries, grows milder, the longer 
it ftays with us. 

When the plague firft broke out with 
violence in London, medicines and _me- 
‘thods of every kind feem’d ineffeétual, 
every thing yielded to its fury, and the 
artifts themfelves were often forced to 
fly for their. own fecurity. By degrees 
its violence abated, proper applications 
took effect, and what aftorded-no relief 
at firft, afterwards cured the patient. 

Thus in the prefent cafe, when the 
difea‘e amongft cattle firft appeared in 
the neighbourhood of Lomdon, it feem’d 
too violent to admit of relief; a few 
indeed recovered out of the multitudes 
attack’d, by the benefit of great ftrength 
in the creature, great care, and conftant 
attendance in the owner; tho” it was 
frequently afcribed to fome particular 
medicine or regimen. 

The cafe is now alter’d; the fym- 
ptoms are become more moderate, and 
numbers recover ; fome with none, 
fome with very little affiftance, exclu- 
five of the farmer’s neceflary attendance 
and warm houfing. 

At the firft it was declared, by a great 
number of gentlemen and farmers, that 
bleeding in very large, or in: moderate, 
or in {mall quanties, and repeatedly, 
were equally unferviceable. “The pro- 
grefs of the difeafe was fo quick, thata 
mortification had often feized the inward 

arts, before it was taken notice of; 
leeding in thefe circumitances only 
haften’d death. 

But this remedy now feems to be of 
confiderable fervice, and ought to be 
ufed liberally, whenever a_beait is at- 
gack’d, and the earlier the better.

We loft fixty head of oxen and 
milch cows, thirty calves, two hundred 
fheep, fifty horfes, ninety pigs, feven 
fwive mounted on timber, two 
hundred cartriges of grape fhot, thirty p 
ftand of {mall arms, ‘and ammunition in 
proportion, twenty-feven foldiers, and 
feven failors. When the Indians made 
their firft appearance, Capt. Scot was 
that moment going on fhore, but was 
prevented by their fire, by which he and 
fome more of us efcaped being mafia- 
cred.

French to governor Knowles, that he 
might redeem fuch as were wounded 
and taken prifoners ; upon which Capt.

E have juit now the agreeable 

news, that St Bartholomew, an 
ifland ten leagues to the northward of 
St Chriftopbers, is taken by two priva- 
teers belonging to this ifland, called the 
Fitz-Roy and the Knowles. ‘They have 
fecured about three hundred negroes, ‘ 
two hundred of which are this moment 
arrived here in the two floops. A for- 
tification is already made on the ifland 
in order to keep and fecure it, and 70 
men are left in it. The flocps will re- 
turn in a day, to bring off the remain- 
ing flaves, as well as fecure the conquelt. 
There is a very good harbour in the

ifland, from whence the ene at 
annoyed our-trade, and have =” 
fince the commencement of the war, a- 
bove 50 fail of merchant fhips, and car> 
ried them there, till they could have an 
oeneaey to carry them to Martinico; 
and conftantly fitted out and refrefhed 
themfelves in this port. ‘The privateers 
had on board when they attack’d it only 
185 men; yet they have made near 400 
white people prifoners, 140 of whom 
are fitto bear arms. The French were 
fo fuddenly attack’d, that they had not 
time to defend themfelves. ‘Ten men 
of the privateers were killed and one 
wounded ; of the encmy only’ one was 
wounded. Itis an aftomfhing affair that 
thefe people have been fuffer’d to fabfift 
fo long, as their privateers were dail 
making captures : however it gives muc 
fatisfaction to find, that our privateers 
have render'd fo great a piece of fervice 
to the leeward iflands ; and hope they 
will be able to fupport it. 

—The Fitzroy and Knowles have alfo 
brought in four French privateers, which 
makes fix they have taken fince my laft ; 
one of .which had 12 carriage guns, 12 
fwivels, and 30 men.
